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Town follows national trend as the 
number of empty shops increases 


EMPTY shops on Honiton High Street 
seems to be part of a national trend after an 
investigation by the British Retail Consor¬ 
tium found that 10 per cent of shops in 
town centres are vacant. 

British Retail Consortium’s monthly monitoring 
report found that thousands of shops were unfilled 
and also showed the amount of people indulging 
in retail therapy in July was down 0.4 percent com¬ 
pared to the same month last year. 

Helen Dickinson, Chief Executive of British Re¬ 
tail Consortium, said: “A cause for concern is the 
rise in shop vacancy rates to 10.1 percent. 

“The increase in the number of empty shops is 
an unwelcome reminder of the heavy burden of 
property costs. 

“After a long run of shop vacancies being below 
10 percent, seeing them rise over that threshold 
once again will be a bitter disappointment to many. 

“The retail industry is undergoing a transforma¬ 
tion driven by technology which is changing the 
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way we shop. Shoppers are demanding a more per¬ 
sonalised service and a seamless interaction be¬ 
tween physical and digital.” 

Earlier this month, Honiton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce chairman Tony McCollum raised concerns 
over the future of Honiton’s high street, pondering 
what the future might hold for it. 

Mr McCollum suggested giving more powers to 
the town council to help them decide who should 
take over prime locations instead of, in Mr McCol¬ 
lum’s words, ‘the saturation of charity shops and 
coffee chains’. 

Mr McCollum’s concerns were echoed by Honi¬ 
ton mayor Councillor Caroline Kolek who has 


seen the changing face of the high street in her 25 
years in the town. 

Cllr Kolek had mentioned that when she first 
moved to the town there were seven greengrocers 
on High Street, now there are none. 

Local resident and member of Honiton Senior 
Voice Tony Simpson said, while not disparaging 
coffee and charity shops from the town, Honiton 
should attempt to make an environment for people 
and culture. 

Mr Simpson said: “Honiton High Street has a 
good record of re-inventing itself. Years ago it was 
full of trades; then tourism arrived along with ho¬ 
tels and coaching inns. 

“It is a very fine High Street but we should not 
disparage coffee shops and charity outlets since 
they each attract people in, stimulate activity and

avoid empty premises. But our Neighbourhood 
Plan should be thinking longer term, not just the 
latest retail business. 

“How can we make our town centre more people 
friendly? 

“We need less traffic on the streets, more pedes¬ 
trian areas, more seats and garden-type areas and 
better public transport and cycle access. 

“We need to think outside the box and create an 
environment for people and culture not just cars, 
traffic and retail. 

“People want something different. Honiton could 
become the most attractive town in East Devon if 
it can only get its act together.” 

Honiton is expecting a boost to its local economy 
when East Devon District Council move their 
headquarters from Sidmouth to Heathpark Indus¬ 
trial Estate in 2018.

Could drop-in 
addiction rehab 
centre be on the way? 

A PARTNERSHIP between charities and police 
could see a drop-in rehab centre for people with 
drug and alcohol problems in Axminster. 

It is hoped the centre will have a positive impact 
on crime statistics in the town.The plan was aired 
in public during the July meeting of Axminster 
Town Council, but those involved have since re¬ 
fused to give any information.

We sat down to look at whether a 
one-day drop-in centre can be established and 
help break the cycle thus improve Axminster for 
the whole population. Work is still going on."

A CARE home manager stole £5,000 from an 
autistic man she was supposed to be looking 
after to fund her drug addiction. 

Kelly Helliker, 39, helped herself to cash from 
the victim's account using his bank card and pin 
over a six-month period to pay for her spiralling 
codeine addiction. 

Bosses discovered the full extent of Helliker's 
plundering after they carried out an audit at the 
care home in Langport, Somerset. 

When Helliker, who worked for autism care com¬ 
pany Lifeways, was interviewed by police she made 
a full confession and has now repaid the money. 

Hilliker was sentenced to six months, sus¬ 
pended for the next two years, and 200 hours un¬ 
paid work in the community.

From the editor’s chair 
Honiton is still No 1 for me 



HONITON was the first town I worked in as a 
young reporter. I worked alongside two doyens 
of our industry, reporter David Haydon and 
photographer Courtney Harris, for the Express 
& Echo in two dingy offices above Dimonds 
newsagents in the High Street. 

To start with, I used to catch a train every day 
from Axminster but later took digs in Church 
Hill. 

Although we never used such a word in those 
days, I was “mentored “ by the combined tal¬ 
ents of Messrs Haydon and Harris. I can’t be¬ 
lieve it was 51 years ago; it seems like yest¬ 
erday that I was bombing around the lanes of 
East Devon in my little A35, covering such 
events as the Coombe Raleigh ploughing 
match! I thought it was the best job in the 
world -1 still do, although it’s been a very long 
time since I covered a ploughing match. 

I soon came to realise that Honiton was East 
Devon’s most vibrant commercial centre and I 
have had an affection for the town and its peo¬ 
ple every since. 

Despite concerns expressed in our columns 
this week about the increase in the number of 
empty shop premises in the town, I still think 
it’s East Devon’s most vibrant shopping centre. 

The number of empty premises mirrors what 


is happening to the High Street in virtually 
every town in the country. 

With the explosion of shopping opportunities 
available via the worldwide web, being in retail 
is not the sure-fire path to commercial success 
that it used to be. 

Honiton is not the only town suffering from 
this worrying trend in Pulman’s Country. 

Closures of banks in Colyton (Lloyds) and 
Axminster (HSBC) have left two major town 
centre premises on the market. In Axminster, 
the former In-Style premises, part of the Trin¬ 
ity House business, is also vacant. Finding 
businesses to take such substantial properties 
is not going to be easy. 

Although Seaton is attracting its fair share of 
resources at last, there has long been concerns 
about the future viability of the town centre. 

In Honiton, attention has been drawn to the 
number of coffee houses and charity shops oc¬ 
cupying prime positions with calls that town 
councils should be given greater powers to 
curb the proliferation of such establishments. 

Our town centres have faced many chal¬ 
lenges down the years -1 have no doubt they 
will survive, but perhaps not how we know 
them today. Many will regret that.

She said: “I was watching the 
television a few weeks ago and 
saw an advert for Macmillan 
Cancer Support and the Brave the 
Shave initiative and I thought to 
myself ‘That’s easy enough. I can 
do that’. So I did. I’ve raised the 
£500 I was hoping for, including 
the £153 made from the public 
walking past. A big thank you to 
those that donated.” 

“Braving the shave just seemed 
the thing to do to raise money 
rather than a coffee morning.” 
Diane added. 

Friends, family and supporters 
were on hand to cheer on Diane 
when she had her date with 
the clippers on Saturday, on the 
street outside Shades Hair Design 
Centre. 

On Sunday, Shelby Cox made 
her mark when she also shaved 
her head to raise money for CLIC 
Sargent, the UK’s leading cancer 
charity for children and their 
families. 

Shelby was supported by her 
friends and family and 
the staff at Bolts, the 
salon who opened for 
the day and donated 
their time to help Shelby 
with her new haircut. 

Shelby is a cancer sur¬ 
vivor herself, and has 
been cancer- free now 
for 11 years. She was di¬ 
agnosed at just two 
years old with a Wilm’s 
Tumour, but following 
treatment Shelby re¬ 
lapsed 15 months later. 

Shelby went through 
three years of treatment, 
which included chemo¬ 
therapy, surgery, stem 


cell transplant and radiotherapy. 

The head shave was part of 
CLIC Sargent’s Big Buzz Cam¬ 
paign, which encourages people 
to become a “life-shaver” to sup¬ 
port children and young people 
with cancer, many of whom lose 
their hair during treatment. 
Shelby chose to hold her event in 
public to raise awareness for peo¬ 
ple that get diagnosed with can¬ 
cer at a very young age. 

Shelby said: “I decided I 
wanted to give back and help 
people who are or about to go 
through the same as me”. 

Susannah Cox, Shelby’s mum 
added: “Shelby went through a 
lot while she was on treatment, 
but doesn’t remember anything 
about it as she was so young, 
which made us extra proud of 
her, feeling so strongly about 
wanting to do this. We are all 
very proud of her.” 

Joy Morley, CLIC Sargent 
fundraising manager, said: “I’d 
like to say a huge thank you to 
Shelby for joining our Big Buzz 
Campaign and becoming a ‘life- 
shaver. Shelby is a truly inspira¬ 
tional girl, and people could learn 
a lot from this young heroine. 

“Every day ten children and 
young people hear the devastat¬ 
ing news they have cancer. Many 
will lose their hair during treat¬ 
ment and our Big Buzz campaign 
gives you the chance to show 
support for them by shaving your 
head and raising money for CLIC 
Sargent.

He did so by unveiling a 
sign and said: “Almost ev¬ 
eryone recognises that the 
charity operates on the 
telephone and I wasn’t 
aware that you met people 
face-to-face as well.” 

The new signage helps 
identify the building for 
people who want to have a 
face-to-face discussion in¬ 
stead of the more tradi¬ 
tional telephone calls, 
emails and texts answered 
by the 100 volunteers who 
run the local branch of the 
service. 

The charity provides 
support to people who are 
distressed or in despair 
which may lead to 
thoughts of suicide.

Creating 
a better 
home 
for bats 


BATS in East Devon should have a better future 
thanks to the generous response to a Devon 
Wildlife Trust fundraising appeal - although more 
support is needed for the target to be met. 

The Devon Greater Horseshoe Bat Project 
works to secure the future of one of Europe's 
rarest bats - and the wildlife-rich farmland and 
woodland they rely on. 

The project works around several key maternity 
roosts in Devon including one near Branscombe 
and one near Southleigh. 

Staff from the bat project, which is led by Devon 
Wildlife Trust working in partnership with local 
organisations such as East Devon AONB, identi¬ 
fied £26,000 of funding required for work to im¬ 
prove bat roost sites. 

After the first month, the Homes for Bats ap¬ 
peal had reached 80 per cent of that target, leav¬ 
ing £4,800 still to raise. 

Project manager Ed Parr Ferris said: “We're de¬ 
lighted to see such a generous response from 
local people. We've been working with pupils at 
Branscombe and Colyton primary schools to in¬ 
spire them about their local greater horseshoe 
bats and show them what amazing animals they 
are." 

Ed continued: “People in East Devon can feel 
proud that their landscapes can still support such 
special wildlife - but these bats have suffered 


around a 90 per cent decline in England over the 
last century so they need all the help they can 
get. Every donation to our appeal really can help 
improve things for East Devon's wildlife." 

East Devon AONB's Pete Youngman said 
“Greater horseshoe bats, and the hedges, grass¬ 
lands, orchards and woodlands they rely on, are 
great examples of what a beautiful part of the 
country East Devon is. 

“Tbat's why it's so important that these areas 
are protected for nature. 

“One of the reasons East Devon AONB is in¬ 
volved in the Greater Horseshoe Bat Project is to 
inspire people about the wonderful wildlife 
around us - so we hope that more local residents 
and visitors will support the Homes for Bats ap¬ 
peal this summer." 

The Homes for Bats appeal is trying to raise 
£26,000 to cover enhancement of at least one 
damaged maternity roost as well as restoration 
of insect-rich habitat around roosts such as the 
one near Branscombe. 

Tbanks to match-funding of this project by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF), every £35 donated 
to the appeal releases a further £65 of funds for 
bat conservation work from HLF.

AWLISCOMBE Primary School PTFA is resur¬ 
recting the traditional vegetable, flower and pro¬ 
duce show to help raise funds for the local primary 
school.

Rosemary recalls: “As a child the highlight for 
me and the other children was the fancy dress 
competition, baby show and at 4pm the children 
sports day; the egg and spoon race, sack race and 
three legged race. There were no health and safety 
worries back then. 

“Then came the presentation of prizes and cups. 
I remember seeing my grandfather proudly receiv¬ 
ing the cups he so deservedly won, year after year. 

“I am still the proud owner of one of them given 
and presented by Mr John Phillips, president, and 
R.N Bishop, chairman of the show. The date on it 
is 1945. 

“My grandfather kept an amazing garden of veg¬ 
etables and flowers and loved showing. I spent 
many a happy hour with him, learning from him, 
and in time became involved with showing as did 
my husband, Roger. Even up to the age of 90 he 
was helping in the garden and still passing on 
showing tips.

Auctioneers to hold movie posters sale 


FILM buffs will appreciate a wonderful selection of 
film posters to be sold by Chilcotts Auctioneers in 
their September sale. 

The 97 prints are original billboard posters that 
were once displayed outside cinemas and are in ex¬ 
tremely good condition. 

Auctioneer Duncan Chilcott said: “This remarkable 
collection was gathered together by a collector from 
Devon who was passionate about films. 

“They are wonderfully evocative of a different era 
of movie making, and really rather fun." 

From the 1910s to 1940s film studios used well- 
known illustrators with individual styles to promote 
their movies. Paper shortages of the time meant the 
posters were usually returned to the distributor to 
be recycled. 

Poster designers in the 1950s worked with more 
conceptual approaches, whilst in the 1960s the type 
became a more emphasised element. The collection 
contains examples of all of these, with some of the 


posters dating back to the late 1930s. Thre are well- 
known film titles such as ‘Mommie Dearest' and 
'Whistle Down the Wind’ and various lesser-known 
movies including ‘The Beast in the Cellar’, ‘The Night 
My Number Came Up' and ‘No Place for a Woman'. 

Film fans will recognise Ealing Studios film posters, 
and two Miss Marple films featuring the late, great 
Margaret Rutherford. 

Perhaps the most recognisable poster is for the 
film Wizard of Oz’, pictured, which was released in 
1939 and starred Judy Garland as Dorothy. 

Most of the posters are in the UK standard ‘quad’ 
size, 30 by 40 inches. 

Also for sale from the collection is a first edition 
vinyl recording of Orson Welles’ version of H G Wells' 
War of the Worlds, the original radio broadcast that 
sent panic into the hearts of Americans in October 
1938. 

"This was a much cherished collection and the ven¬ 
dor hopes that all the posters will find new homes 


where they can be on display once again," added 
Duncan. 

The posters are to be grouped together and sold at 
the next Chilcotts ‘Fine Art, Antiques and Collectors’

Regenerating Seaton - with pride, praise and positivity 


■ IF recent articles and comment in ‘View 
From' accurately reflect the general view, 
Seaton used to be a bit ‘down at heel' but 
is ‘on the up'. It's great. 

However, the enthusiasm about recent 
developments in Seaton risks obscuring 
the issue of their maintenance. Whether 
public or private, it is always easier to raise 
money to pay for development than find 
the money for ongoing maintenance. Pub¬ 
lic projects are always budgetted sepa¬ 
rately as Capital and Revenue. I have been 
involved in many such projects, and rou¬ 
tinely would be asked to allow between 2 
and 5 per cent of capital cost of a project 
for ongoing maintenance. In fact we would 
often have to convince funders, and part¬ 
ners like the Lottery Fund, that such pro¬ 
vision had been identified before they 
would ‘chip in'. 

Like them or not, close-up inspection of 
the ‘Waves' shows they are already suffer¬ 
ing from corrosion, despite being stainless 
steel (of unknown grade and questionable 
finish). One wonders what maintenance 
regime and budget has been identified to 
keep them pristine? Elsewhere, and this is 
not unique to Seaton, existing buildings are 
in need of TLC. Everywhere we look road 
edges, kerbs, paving and footpaths, are 
overgrown (and slowly being broken up by 
weeds). Road drains and gullies are 
blocked, roof gutters are replete with veg¬ 
etation. There's plenty of privately-owned 
property kept neat and decorated, but also 


plenty that is not. If Seaton is to go on 
being “regenerated" by publicly-funded 
projects like Seaton Jurassic, its car parks 
and planting, and the new Tram Station 
when it comes, adequate funds must be 
found to keep them in the ‘new pin' state 
which creates such enthusiasm. Pride in 
the place we live is encouraged by the way 
we keep our public buildings and spaces. If 
we don't do it properly I fear we risk the 
excitement of a regenerated Seaton being 
undermined by this creeping ‘shabbiness'.

ST BARTHOLOMEW’S Fair is an annual 
event in Crewkerne. The fair dates back to 
Saxon Times and was recorded in the 
Domesday book. 

A chartered fair was a major annual regional 
market granted the right to be held by the 
King. The charter was reputed to have been 
granted in the time of Henry III (1207-1272) 
probably around 1215 but that document is 
lost and the earliest surviving record in The 
British Museum is a court record of 1280. 


There has been a funfair in the main street 
of the town (the A30) since at least 1861 
which was accompanied by a major traders 
market. 

Although diminished in scale in the post 
war years the fair is a survivor. The current 
owners of the charter, The Rotary Club of 
Crewkerne District, are reviving the street 
market and following the success of last year 
are increasing the number of pitches in the 
stall market available to traders.

COSMETIC EYELID SURGERY 
(BLEPHAROPLASTY) 


AGEING is often most notice¬ 
able around the eyes, with ex¬ 
cess fat and/or loose eyelid skin 
producing puffy, “baggy “ eye¬ 
lids and a tired, older appear¬ 
ance.

BETTING ON 
THE FUTURE

MANY people aged 55 and over now have more 
choice when it comes to how they splash their 
retirement cash, thanks to the new pension free¬ 
doms launched last year. 

But new research suggests that, far from look¬ 
ing forward to spending money on far-flung hol¬ 
idays or investing in properties, many over-55s 
are simply worried about how they will get by 
in their later years. 

A survey of people in this age group found 
nearly one in three (30%) say their financial sit¬ 
uation is already "uncomfortable". 

Meanwhile, 42% are worried about running 
out of cash in retirement and 44% are concerned 
about their future financial security. 

The retirement freedoms, introduced in April 
2015, give over-55s a greater ability to use their 
pension pot as they wish, rather than being re¬ 
quired to use their pot to buy a retirement in¬ 
come called an annuity. 

Alongside the reforms, the free, impartial Pen¬ 
sion Wise guidance service has been launched, 
to help people decide how to make the most of 
the freedoms. 

But Experian's research suggests that many 
people planning to take money from their retire¬ 
ment pot early will use it to make ends meet. 

Around one in six (16%) over-55s surveyed 
are likely to withdraw some money from their 
pension pot early, before they reach retirement 
age. 

More than one in three (36%) are considering 
to use the cash to support day-to-day living 
costs, while 27% plan to pay off debts. 

Meanwhile, 15% of over-55s admit they do not 
understand what the financial options are as a 
result of the pension freedoms, according to Ex¬ 
perian's research among more than 1,800 people 
in this age group. 

Nici Audhlam-Gardiner, managing director at 
Saga Investment Services, describes the findings 
as "concerning" adding: "Our research shows 
that 55% of over-50s expect to retire later than 
they did five years ago, or have put their retire¬ 
ment on hold." 

She continues: "Many also under-estimate how 
long they may live, and how long their retire¬ 
ment money needs to last them. 

"When it comes to accessing retirement sav¬ 
ings, people should take care to look at the tax 
implications of withdrawing too much in one go, 
and if possible seek advice to make sure that 
whatever they can spare is invested so it keeps 
earning before it's needed." 

















Here are some tips from Experian for taking 
control of your money management in and ap¬ 
proaching retirement: 

• Know what you can afford. Make use of on¬ 
line budgeting tools or get help from bodies such 
as Citizens Advice Bureau if you need help in 
planning your finances. If you take out credit, 
make sure you'll be able to afford to repay what 
you owe on time and in full each month - bear¬ 
ing in mind that your disposable income may re¬ 
duce when you decide to retire. 



• Make sure the Bank of Mum and Dad can af¬ 
ford it. More than a quarter of over-55s have 
supported someone else to buy a property, ac¬ 
cording to previous research from Experian. 
This is despite one in six (15%) of those who 
have supported someone else saying they are 
"not at all" financially comfortable themselves. 

If you are considering supporting a family 
member financially, ensure you realistically 
have the flexibility in your finances to do so and 
that your financial wellbeing won't suffer in the 
future as a result. 

• Just because you retire doesn't mean your 
credit score does. Although you might have paid 
off your mortgage and be virtually debt-free, 
you may wish to access small amounts of credit 
in the future. Keep your credit score in shape by 
regularly checking your credit report and con¬ 
sider using a small amount of credit wisely each 
month. 



• Share your knowledge. Financial stability in 
later life often results from careful planning. It's 
important that younger people don't turn a blind 
eye to the future and get on top of their finances 
at an early age to give them the flexibility to 
plan for the future. Try to ensure you are playing 
your part and help them learn from your experi¬ 
ences - be they good or bad. 

• Be fraud aware. Fraudsters are increasingly 
targeting older people with scams to invest cash 
into fake schemes that can seem very convinc¬ 
ing. Be extra-vigilant in protecting your infor¬ 
mation online - always use strong, unique 
passwords for your online accounts, never share 
bank or other sensitive details via email, and 
check your bank statements and credit report for 
unusual activity. 


TOP TIPS FOR HELPING AN 
OLDER PARENT GO ON HOLIDAY 

PLAN AHEAD: Older people may worry more about travelling and 
be more anxious about the practicalities of travelling by bus, train or 
air and by the physical strain. They may also worry about a foreign 
climate or unknown environment. So the first thing to do is to plan 
ahead. Discuss with your parent the sort of holiday they might enjoy, 
the places they fancy going to, length of travel they feel comfortable 
with and the type of accommodation they might enjoy. This will vary 
by preference and also depending on if they are travelling with their 
partner, friends, alone or wish to join a group. 

ELIMINATE ANXIETY: Discuss any concerns your parent may 
raise about travelling and discuss solutions to their worries so they 
can look forward to their trip without recurrent anxiety. 

PRE-TRAVEL ASSESSMENT: A pre-travel health consultation 
may reveal the need for special advice on the mode of travel, choice 
of destinations and route. Always ask your parent’s doctor for ade¬ 
quate medications to cover the whole trip and with some to cover 
possible delays. Familiar medications may be difficult to obtain lo¬ 
cally overseas and may have different names or tablet doses. 

BE AWARE ON THE IMPLICATIONS OF PRE-EXISTING 
ILLNESS: Those taking medicines for chronic conditions may have 
more difficulty remembering to take their tablets when away from 
home. Reduced stomach acidity may predispose older people to 
gastro-intestinal infection. Hot climates may aggravate low blood 
pressure especially in those on anti-hypertensives or anti-Parkinson 
drugs - this can cause problems in those who get transient cerebral 
ischaemic attacks (TIA's). There is a greater likelihood of accidents 
in the elderly especially in unfamiliar surroundings. Poorer balance 
and postural stability make falls more likely. Reaction can be slower. 
Brittle bones in the elderly make fractures more likely. Capacity 
for exercise is often reduced with ageing. Impairment in sight and 
hearing loss can cause confusion in unfamiliar situations - for 
example in reading important notices or hearing loudspeaker 
announcements. Poor short-term memory may mean that travel 
proves more stressful. 

VACCINATIONS: Vaccinations take time. Consult your parent’s 
doctor or nurse as soon as possible, ideally at least four weeks before 
travelling. Age is not a contraindication for any vaccine and even if 
you have received the vaccine before boosters may now be neces¬ 
sary .While age and experience may help travellers to be more careful 
to avoid risks, vaccinations are as important for older people as at 
any age. Age gives no extra 'natural' immunity to infections and it 
can make older people more likely to become ill or have complica¬ 
tions. 

BOOKING HOLIDAYS: People are now living longer and such 
is life that few of us are spared from developing age related ailments 
like arthritis, osteoporosis, circulatory and respiratory conditions, 
things that can often affect mobility. When booking holidays for the 
elderly, do not assume that the travel agent, or if booking indepen¬ 
dently, the accommodation owner is aware of individual care needs. 
This must be clearly explained at the time of booking to avoid any 
disappointment. It’s also a good idea to research the resort, locate the 
nearest medical centre and check the layout of your accommodation. 
The last thing you want is to find yourself in a villa that has no flat 
access or ground floor rooms when you have mobility difficulties. 

HOT CLIMATES: High temperatures can be dangerous for older 
people and can cause cramps, heat exhaustion and heatstroke, which 
can be fatal. Drinking plenty of water and keeping hydrated is essen¬ 
tial. Taking medication can also have adverse effects in hot weather. 
Diuretics, sedatives, tranquilizers, heart and blood pressure medica¬ 
tions can make it harder for the body to cool itself, so it’s wise to seek 
medical advice regarding holidays for your parent before they travel. 
Also, make sure they use high factor protective sun creams, as aged 
skin tends to be thinner and sunburn can be worse, making them more 
susceptible to skin cancer. 

IN FLIGHT: Lack of exercise in airports and on aircraft can result 
in venous thrombosis and possibly pulmonary embolism. Swollen 
ankles can result from sitting still for long periods in a restricted 
space. Regular exercises on flights are very important and the aircrew 
may be able to advise your parent. Angina and breathlessness can be 
worse at high altitude and sometimes in aircraft. If warned in advance 
the airlines may provide additional oxygen. Those with unstable or 
insulin dependent diabetes mellitus, confusional states and urinary 
incontinence can have difficulties during flights - usually manageable 
if you are prepared in advance.

My Car Check market guide: August 2016 


MY CAR Check’s valuation 
experts reveal significant 
trends in the UK used vehicle 
market and choose a car and 
bike of the month. 

Head of Valuation Services 
at My Car Check, Gavin Amos, 
said: “Often overlooked as a 
used vehicle, the BMW XI 
represents a surprisingly 
affordable route into the 
premium sector. They take 
mileage very well, have the 
typical BMW driver-focused 
appeal, and offer plenty of 
room as a family car. 
Perhaps due to competition 
from the likes of Nissan’s 
Qashqai and Audi’s Q3, the 
XI often seems to fall off the 
radar. As a result, there are 
usually plenty on the used 
market to choose from. Hie 
frugal yet flexible diesel 
engine models generally hold 
their value better, and full 
service history is a big plus.” 

As to market trends, Amos 
said: “Used car sales have 
slowed over the last month, 


which is only to be expected 
at this time of year. Retail cus¬ 
tomers are spending their dis¬ 
posable income on holidays, 
so motor dealers’ forecourts 
are quieter than normal. Come 
September, with the kids 
back at school and the arrival 
of the new 66 plate, there’ll be 
a surge in new car buying ac¬ 
tivity, with plenty of good 
condition trade-ins providing a 
welcome boost for the used 
market.” 

On the motorbike, scooter 
and moped sector, My Car 
Check’s Rob Hobson said: “All 
Honda Fireblade CBR900RR 
examples are increasingly 
sought after, from the first 
incarnation in 1992, by 
legendary Japanese designer 
Tadao Baba, to the last 2002- 
04 model, prior to the launch 
of the current CBR1000RR. 
The Fireblade went through 
many changes - gaining 
weight, losing weight, and 
being more and less track- 
orientated - with some 


models more in demand 
than others. TTie 954cc 
CBR900RR is still relatively 
affordable and an un-crashed 
example, if you can find one, 
will do everything you could 
ask of a road bike. As always, 
checking the history will help 
you avoid a lot of the common 
used market pitfalls.” 

As to market trends, Hobson 
said: “It is very much a mixed 


report this month. New regis¬ 
tration numbers for 2016 are 
still up, although July was 
down compared to the same 
month in 2015 - the first time 
that’s happened this year. 
Most feedback also suggests 
that the used market is rather 
muted. It might well be down 
to lack of use thanks to the 
unpredictable weather, but 
people seem to be hanging on 


to their existing bikes. TTiere 
are certainly fewer prime con¬ 
dition examples available to 
buy, and demand is sluggish. 
Hopefully a few weeks of late 
summer sunshine might 
prompt a bit more activity.”
